SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Pussies Wide Open Nr 9 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine, by the inclusion of photographic essays that present as sexually 
arousing and acceptable, images of young women involved in sexual conduct while 
adopting the manner of children, tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. The young women are presented in a manner 
that exaggerates their youthfulness with such features as shaved pubic hair, childlike 
clothing and posture and hair arranged with ribbons and hair clips. The childlike 
manner of the young women is juxtaposed with the expressly sexual way in which they 
are engaged in sexual conduct. The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been 
considered and si 4 of the Act does not apply. Section 3(2) of the Films, Videos and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 applies as this provision is a deeming provision 
which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set 
out in the NZBR Act. 
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
